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IN LEAGUE WITH THE DISTILLERS. 
PURCHASE OF A CLERK IN THE COLLECTOR'S OFFICE. 

A new method of stealing has just been devel- 
oped. It is the method by which most of the steal 
ing has been done. It has been kept quiet for a 
long time. The reason for keeping it quiet is 
that those who practiced it did not believe that 
they would be pushed to the wall.

WESTERN TURFMEN. 
A GENERAL CONSULM&TION. 

A call was issued Jan. 8 fora convention of 
Western tarfmen, to be held in this city yester- 
day, andthe objects of tne gathering, rather 
dimly set forth in the document, seemed to be to 
consider revisions and changes in the code of the 
National Association. The call closed with the 
warning that, if the Convention failed to secure 
the adoption of their recommendations at the 
National Convention, it would take steps to form 
an independent Association. 

Drawn together by this call, about 100 horse- 
men met yesterday afternoon in one of the Pal- 
mer House apartments and proceeded to 


business. 
OBGANTZATION. 
Nr. W. 8. Frasier, of Chicago, called the meet-

On taking the chair, Gen. Singleton thanked 
the Convention for the honor they had done 
him. He hoped that the proceedings would be 
guided by wisdom and moderation. 

Mr. Robinson, in response to an inquiry as to 

. THE OBJECTS OF THE CONVENTION, 

said that the horsemen of the West had been for 
some time discontented with the rulings of the 
Qfficers of the National Association and the 
questionable construction put upon certain rules 
and regulations, as well as some things which 
had been done under the Chicago com 
They wished and hoped that the cause of the 
difficulty should be removed, and they hoped to 
accomplish this by urging the proper measures 
on the New York Convention. The horsemen of 
the West desired, the speaker said, to take such 
action as would restore the greater part of the 
horses now suspended, provided that should 
meet the wishes of the majority of the parties 
in interest. 

The rules relating tS entries would also need 
revision and amendment, and that idea would 
form a fitting subject for consideration. : 

Some action should also be taken in regard to 
the anoual fees, so that they could be reduced 
somewhat, so that the membership might be in- 
or and many of the smaller associauons 
now kept out might be let in. Under Art. 10, 
the governors of the National Association had 
discretion to fix fees, and they had, in the opin- 
ion of Western men, fixed the fees at too large a 
sum, and it was therefore the opinion that all 
discretion should be abolished. 

Under another article the power to name s 
Secretary and fix his salary had been assumed, 
and an expenditure of about $8,000 a year had 
been incurred for various purposes, This, it 
was thought, might be cut down toabout $2,000, 
and the Secretary's salary could be easily re- 
duced from $3,600 to a more moderate sum. 

Further, it appeared to the speaker that Hart- 
ford had too many Ollicers, and there might be a 
more equitable division with good results. There 
were also too many suspevsions, and business 

ew out of them. It was hoped to reduce the 

usiness by lessening the number of these sus- 
ps. Again, it was proper to arrange so 
that the Treasurer would have to give bonds, so 
that no officer could, as now, draw checks at 
will, and without some control. It seemed 
proper also to arrange se that the Secretary 
should be ineligible to membership in the Board 
of Appeals. 

Again, the speaker hoped that some method 
could be arranged for the settlement of 
Western differences by Western men, and for 
the constituting of a Western Board of Appeals, 
with appellate jarisdiction from the referees in 
the different States. 

COMMITTEES. 

Mr. Robinson further moved the appointment 
of two committees, the first to suggest changes 
in the rules, and another on the judiciary. 

Gen. Rowett moved to add two Committees— 
one on grievances and another on suspensions. 

Mr. Sanders thought that the last two Com- 
mittees would be useless, inasmuch as they 
would have to travel over the same ground as 
the other two.

“HARD TIMES IN GERMANY.” 
To the Editor of The Chieago Triune : 

BxLLZWILI. III., Jan. 23.—In the number of 
the 20th of January of your vained paper, I find 
an article headed German Hard Times.“ I 
am not disposed to deny your statement that 
the panic in Germany end the crashin business 
are very greatly owing to wild speculations and 
immense overtrading, not traceable at all to any 
losses suffered by the depression of American 
securities. But that much of the commercial 
distress prevailing in Germany at present arises 
from the fact of those securities having become 
not only less valuable, bus altogether worthless, 
is also beyund doubt. ’ 

You blame the German people for having 
come excited at this loss, and for having been 
unjust toward the American people; and you 
advise them to reflect that nations, uke individu- 
als, make their own mistakes, You continue: 
“Tf Germans have lost money in home and for- 
eign investments, it is because they were nat 
shrewd and careful 


There are good 
American securities and ones, just the same 
as there are good and bad stocks.” Of 
vou are also right in that; but letime tell you, 
it is not that which has embittered 
public opmion so much amongst tie 
Germans, end created 8 considerable 
prejudice against our pation. It is not private 
stocks and securities about the loss of which 
they fee! themselves justified to complaia, but 
what may be called public stocks and public ob- 
ligations, which have, in many instances, been 
wholly destroyed and nullified bv the decisions 
of our Courts That is what, iu some degree, 
jeatly has created their uniavorabie opinion.

A NUT FOR THE SCIENTIFIC TO CRACK. 
To the Bditor.of The Chicago Trioune : 
CHICAGO, Jan. 21.—I desire to communicate, 
through your widely-circulated and much-read 


paper, the following facts, which to me appear 


to be of much interest to the scientist, as well 
as to the public. 
there are persons who profess to be able to find 
water-courses and springe beneath the surface 
of the earth, when there are no visible indica- 
tions of the same, and nothing in the shape 
of the ground to make any one suspect that 
there may be water beneath the surface. A 
notable instance of the kind occurred two years 
ago last August, in Lockport, Will County, near 
the junction of the eorners of Lockport, Joliet, 
Homer, and New-Lenox, on the farm of Mr. O. 
W. Stillman. The ocountfy there may be 
designated as undulating prairie; but the greater 
part of it was formerly timber-land, and there 
are now many groves in the vicinity. Mr. Stul- 
man has a well at his house, 22 feet deep, 
and one at his barn, 37 feet deep; but neither 
of them furnished a sufficient amount of water 
at the time referred to, which was the dryest 
time ever known by the oldest inhabitan« Mr. 
8. decided to make an attempt to procure a sup- 
ply of the useful element, by digging another 
well; and, to make a sure thing of it, he decided 
to call in the services of a noted water-finder, 
or water-wizard as he is sometimes called, by the 
name of Sanford Rusg, of Joliet, to assist in 
locating the eontemplated well. 


There is on Mr. Stillman's farm, about 25 rods 
from his barn, in the edge of a small grove, & 
gmail mound, very symmettical in form, about 8 


feet high, and 50 to 60 feet broad at the base, 


which is the highest land on the farm, or in the 
There 


vicinity for the distance of a half mile. 
is no indication of water upon it, or thereabouts, 


except a low place about 20 rods north, where 
there is water upon the surface during the wet 
geason of the vear. The mdund is the last place 
where any one would think of looking for water 


who is acquainted with the prairie country. 

I may now give a brief description of the in- 
strument, or divining-rod, which the water- 
wizard employs, and the manner of using it,— 
for this is the telltale which is to indicate the 
particular locality where the water is to be 
found, when the wizard chances to carry it over 
the hidden spring. A forked branch 1s cut from 
a plum-tree, cyerry-tree, hazel-bush ; or, in the 
absence of these, some other wood is employed. 
The two prongs of the torked stick are cut to 
a convenient length, 18 or 20 inches long, and 
about the size of a pipe-steam ; and the undivided 
or butt end is cut 3 ox 4 inches lopg,—making 
the whole stick about 2 feet long. The wizard 
takes a branch of the forked stick firmly in each 
hand, resting his hands against his body in 
tront.—the little wand being supported nearly 
in ‘a horizontal position, the undivided end 
directly in front. Being atmed with this all- 
powerful but not very formidable-looking weapon 
(except perhaps to unruly schoolboys), the 
wizard commences his search by walking over 
tne locality where it is desirable to locate 
the coutemplated weil; and, if he chances 
to walk over a spring beneath the surface, 
down goes the outer or forward end of the divin- 
ing-stick, pointing directly towards the bidden 
water. By humoring his movements to the in- 
dications of the wand, he is able to trace the di- 
rection of the running water to various distances, 
and decide upon the best locality to sink a well. 
If the spring is a powerful one, the stick is 
drawn downward with go much force as to twist 
off the bark where the wizard clasps it in his 
bands. 

In this instance, on the Stillman farm, the 
wizard, being provided with the forked stick, 
cut from 8 4 commenced walking near 
the barn, where it was desir 8 1 water, 
aad, not ees any sign, took a wider range, 
ood final truck @ trail which led him directly 
to the cunt of the sbove-desoribed mound. 
After reconnoitering very much after the man- 
ner of @ certain very sagacious animal when 
hunting for his game, the water-wizard 
decided that the centre of the mound 
was the most auspicions place to sink a well; 
but the interested parties doubted,—for such a 
thing never was heard of, and was against al 

vious experience. The wizard, however, was

He then bored with an suger a few 
feet, and then took a 2-ineh iron pipe, pre 
for the purpose by putting on a pointed and 
perforated footing, and drove the same to the 
depth of 80 feet, where water was reached. He 
continued to drive the pipe 8 feet more; but 
the water ceased to fow through the pipe, and 
he withdrew it 8 feet, leaving it 30 feet in the 
ground, when the water flowed in and raised the

I bave stated the material facts in ase ; 
and what I desire that scientist to explain is, 
‘What made that unconscious forked plum-branch 
dend down and point to the spring of water be- 
nesth the surface, when carried in the hands of 
a man who could not possibly have any previous 
knowledge of the spring in that place? Iam 
aware this is not the only i of sub- 
stantially the same kind, bat it is a notable one,

STANLEY AND DE BELLEFONDS. 

Velegraph, Jan. 12. 

We have received from Cairo the remaining 
portion of the report made by M. E. Linant de 
Bellefonds to the Egyptian Minister of War 
| respecting his visit to King Mtesa’s Capital, and 
his meeting there with Mr. Stanley. This docu- 
ment has a double interest, both as giving well 
nigh the latest intelligence at present to hand 
from the Joint Commissioner of the New York 
Herald and Daily Telegraph, and also as contaln- 
ing—together with some admirably vivid 
sketches of the country and people—the last 
written words of a young and most promising 
officer, whose loss has been deeply deplored by 
Col. Gordon and the Khedive. We, therefore, 
translate the official letter in full: 

STANLEY LEAVES KING MTESA’S CAPITAL FOR 


USU YUMA. 

Uaanba, Thursday. April 15, 1875.—Mr. Stan- 
ley is leaving us in order to accomplish the work 
of exploring the western side of the lake, there- 
after intending to return to Usuvums to pick u 
his followers and the goods left at Kagehyi. i 
had arranged to accompauy him as far as Uso- 
vara, the point of embarkation in Murchison 
Bay. We start together, therefore, this morn- 
ing, I having lent one of my mules to my friend, 
and ordered ten of my soldiers to escort us. 

ON THE WAY—MAGNIFICENT SCENERY. 

We commence the {onrpey by rounding the 
hill upon which His jesty resides, — then 
bend our steps southward with a slight easterly 
inclination, All the way along our route we see 
gardens luxuriant with the banava and sweet 
potato. We have to cross a canal, into which 
all the mud in the country appears to have 
gathered. It has a breadth of 40 metres at the 
point where we cross, and’ there is a bridge of 
rough-cut logs and branches thrown over it; 
but, though people on foot may find the passage 
rendered easier by this construption, it is badly 
adapted to our mules, which lose their balance 
on the smooth aod shifting trunks, with the re- 
suit of pitching mto the mud and water. How- 
ever, we manage to haul them out and to get 
ourselves over, and then, after two hours’ march, 
we climb a hill with a steep incline. The road is 
bordered on both sides by impenetrable thickets, 
the hiding-place of — 1 and hyenas, where 
certainly no one is likely to interfere much with 
the digestion of their ptey. Arrived at the top 
of this eminence, the beautiful view makes us 
quickly forget all the fatigues of the ascent. 

nder our feet 
THE MAGNIFICENT LAKE 
stretches out, sparkling like a cloth of silver ; 
numerous green islands, softly rounded aud 
idented, shut in the bay with a girdle as of em- 
eralds ; while along the shore are masses of 
darker green dotted about, these being groves of 
huge timber trees, which bathe their roots and 
branches in the fresh and limpid wavelets of the 
Victoria. Eastward a very ribbon harnes to 
lose itself in the lake—thas is the canal which 
we have lately crossed. The seene is enchant- 
ing, abeorbing ; the heart must swell with pleas- 
ure within the breast of any admirer of natural 
beauty who gazes upon it. We feel s keen do- 
sire 2 descend and approach nearer to this 
lovely coast whose charms rayish us, and, after a 
quick advance of less than an hour, the ripples 
of the quiet Niyanza are breaking at our feet.

News presently arrives that the dejay is cansed 
by a sad domestic calamity that has befallen the 
Chief of the Uganda navy, and it turns out that, 
having arrived overni near Usovara with all 
his female establishment, the Admiral bas had 
all his wives fetched back by order of the King, 
His Majesty declaring that it was highly irregu- 
lar to make a pleasure party of that which was 
intended as a matter of important service. 
To-morrow, they say, all will be ia readiness. 

A PROMENADE AND OBSERVATIONS. 

Mr. Stanley and I devote ourselves sccord-

Each canoe 
is about 10 to 12 metres in len with a beam 
of lori. It is made up of many lengths of 
hewn plank, fastened withes of , the 
seams being caiked with bark and mud. Ass 
consequence of this very defective method of 
construction, the Wagandas have never been 
able to make themselves masters of the Island 
of Uvuma.. As soon as any war-canoe approach- 
es thai p the islanders rush forth into the 
water, armed with knives, swim to the vessel, 
dive under it, and cut the withes which hold the 
affair together. The canoe thus falls apart, and 
its crew perish either by drowning or by the 
weapons of the Wayumas. 

THE SHAPE 
of these Waganda canoes resembles that of the 
Venetian gondola, The stern has a high sheer, 
and forms the seat of the helmseman, who steers 
with a paddle, sweeping it now to the right. now 
tothe left, according to the course which he 
desires to take. The stem piece is rounded and 
bent into the form of a swan’s neck, 
two antelope horns being fixed upon it, so that 
with the long curved neck and the horns a very 
strange effect is produced, especially when the 
is coming straight on: almost, in fact, as 
if some antediluvyian creature were glidin 
toward you over the waters, and raising its 
watchfuily on high to follow some prey upon 
which it means to dart.

and a first-rate traveler. In his society I had 
forgotten my fatigues; and then, too, til! I met 
him, I had not spoken one single word of French 
for four montha. Our encounter had thus pro- 
duced for me almost the effect of a reiurn to 
my native land. His conversation—amusing, 
pleasant, and instructive—made the boars of 
our friendship pass like minutes. 

I do hope to see him again, and to spend many 
a happy day with him. 

SAD AND GLOOMY. 

We turned aside from the waters which had 
just borne Stanley far away, and nobody seemed 
in the mood for chatter, so that we all followed 
in silence the road to Ulagala. 

I arrived at Dubaga sat 11 oclock, and 
there heard that the greater part of my soldiers 
were down with fever, tbat no provisions had 
been sent during my absence, and that four of 
our cows had been lost by the herdsmen. The 
chief offender received 100 blows of the stick, 
as he was suspected of baving sold the avimala, 
and I wrote to Mtesa that my were suffer- 
ing with hunger.

The letters of Lieut. Cameron, whieh were 
read before the Royal Geographical Society on 
the 10th inst., are not so clear and intelligible as 
could be wished, but they are certainly of great 
interest. As ig well Known, it was Cameron's 
original intention to descend the Lualaba to the 
coast. When, however, he arrived at Nyangwe, 
the most northerly point reached by Living- 
stone, he was unable to procure canoes, and was
